Those FBl/EJ Nazi types 
decided to cone after me in a different way when they were before a judge notoriously 
in their pocket, °ohn hewis Smith. They demanded absolutely impossible and entirely 
unjustified and unneoessary “discovery" and I refused it, for many and all accepted 
reasons. Tliey got a judgement against mo from him and threatened to have me cited for 
contempt when I ignored it. llien I sent word back t at they didn’t have the balls, / 
they went back to Smith and got a judgement against my lawyer- who’d done his best to 
get me to make at least pro forma compliance. I wouldn’t, for many reasons, including 
resistance* to a precedent that would gut F0I5 and may yet. 9fi » We went up on apjx^al, 
there was more immune libel and mendacity, a remand, by which time) I was no longer 
represented by ^ynch, who’d agreed to handle the optical only, and because I’m not 
afraid of the FBI I created a legal situation in which the only issue before tlie 
(thoroughly iC eaganizod) appeals court is whether or not tliat judgement was procured 
by undenied and tlioroughly documented perjury, fraud and misrepresentation. What is 
even more unusual is that the major affiant to got the judgement ugainst me is the 
identical SA who disclosed to a friend of mine the Fill’s own documentary proof that 
he perjured himself in my case. *hus not only no denial, not even a whimper pro forma. 
And sono of those documents in nnd of thctnsej.ves ore a bit raunchy. In issuing his 
lost diktat ^gajhist me hio honor flaunted an incredible ignorance of the case and the 
case record which, nelf-servingly , he stated he had reviewed in defenence to my pro se 
status. In it he said tliat this JHK only suit is for King assassination records and 
three times tliat it is for New Haven field office records, which it isn’t. He also 
held tliat undenied perjury and the other felonies ;rre not a fraud a^sainsi iiim- and tlirre 
wasn’t a single other word from them before him on this; and besides, ix is only 
"cumulative , " a now defense, I suppose in the iw eaganised courts. 


If wlion in the saying I have a fool for a client I do not prevail then I fear the 
precedent that, in FOIA canes only, and perlinps there is wider applicability which 
would lx) enormously hurtful, will mean its end when tho government wants not to comply. 


Without some public attention I expect the appeals court to flail a rubber 3 tamp. 
I’ll then have to decide whether I can rial: the consequences of still refusing, once 
a traditoonal posture of writers. If I’m up to it I will. And if , as I don’t know 
but Bo believe, they have to cone out to Maryland to collect, I damned well will! I’ve 
boon seeking a trial all along *ond there hasn’t been any. Best wishes,
